DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-13, and 15, drawn to a method of caryopsis-specific gene expression, 
classified in class 800, subclass 288 for example. 

II. Claims 1-12, 14, and 16, drawn to a method of caryopsis-specific gene 
suppression, classified in class 800, subclass 285 for example. 

Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the method 
of caryopsis specific gene expression of Group I and the method of caryopsis specific gene 
suppression of Group II have different modes of operation comprising different end products 
having different phenotypes. 

Applicant should elect a single nucleic acid sequence from the group consisting of the 
nucleotide sequences of SEQ ID NO 1-10. This requirement is not to be construed as a 
requirement for an election of species, since each of the nucleic acid sequences or amino acid 
sequences recited in alternative form is not a member of a single structurally and functionally 
related genus, but rather constitutes an independent and patentably distinct invention. Separate 
searches and considerations would be required for examination of each of the nucleic acid 
sequences. 

The claims will examined to the extent that they read upon the elected sequence. 
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Because the inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have required a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classifications, recognized divergent subject 
matter, and because the search required for one of the groups is not required for another 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37) CFR
